L'Osservatore Romano, it 
was clear that the 81-year-old pon­ 
tiff’s condition remained grave. 
A blood transfusion Tuesday en- 
abled him to survive hemorrhag­ 
ing caused by an abnormal stom­ 
ach growth that has bothered him 
for a year.

SUFFERS PAIN 


His illness was said to have 
reached a state where he visibly 
suffers pain. He also has a pros­ 
tate condition that might disturb 
him at night.

lo m inutes, indicating ins rest w ast 


disturbed. 
The crisis Tuesday apparently 
was the worst since he was strick­ 
en by what the Vatican calls a 
"gastric heteroplasia." That could 
be a benign tumor, a cancer, or 
an overgrowth of tissue 
Any one condition could cause 
hemorrhaging. Vatican communi- 
ques indicated the doctors were 
more 
disturbed by the 
hemor­ 
rhages than the growth itself

Since 1940, when Tyson begar 
developing a section of 
wood

The location was a natural spct 
for Tyscn’s hobby. An old woods 
lush with old oaks, m aples and

wild 
plant preserve that has become 
one of the finest in the east. A 
botanist by ancestry (his father 
and grandfather were prominent 
fruitgrowers in Adams County) 
he spends many hours the year 
’round in caring for and planting 
his woods garden. 


LO N G BLO O M P E R IO D 
From March through Septem­ 
ber the “ Springflower Place” of 
Adams County blooms with com­ 
mon and rare species of wild 
plants and, while many are na­ 
tive to the local area, many more 
have been transplanted from as 
many as ll other states, includ­ 
ing northern Michigan and the 
Outer Banks of North Carolina, 
Plants are added to his collection 
more from a standpoint of “ plant 
harmony” than for color, he says, 
after 
such 
considerations 
as 
shade, moisture, crowding 
and 
exposures. Every attempt is made 
to place a new plant in an en­ 
vironment sim ilar to its original 
home. 
In bringing in new plants, Ty­ 
son has been both fortunate and 
unfortunate in unwittingly bring 
ing along other plants native to 
the plant’s previous home. For 
tunate was the removal that pro­ 
vided Virginia 
Blue 
Bells and 
Lam Weill, which previously had 
been 
failures, 
but 
they 
came 
along with other plants he dug up 
for transferral to Adams County. 
Less fortunate was the inclusion 
of a white violet in sphagnum 
moss that slowly strangled the 
tiny white orchids that had care­ 
fully been moved from a bog in 
northern New York state.

LONDON <AP> - Laurie Smith 
is a man with one compelling 
passion in life—gorillas 
Smith, head keeper of apes and 
monkeys at London Zoo, knows so 
much about the giant anthropoids 
that zoos all over the world con­ 
sult him.

His main care is Guy, a mas­ 
sive 437-pound male lowland go­ 
rilla, who got his name by arriv­ 
ing at the zoo on Guy Fawkes 
day (Nov. 3) MHT. 
Guy is pushing 16 years, which 
is middle-dged for a gorilla.

Outer Banks of North Carolina 
Plants are added to his collection 
more from a standpoint of "plant

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Racial Segregation Gets 
Triple Squeeze In South

WASHINGTON <AP* — Racial 
segregation in the South is being 
smashed in a triple squeeze by 
the Supreme Court, the Kennedy] 
administration and Negroes them*I 
selves demonstrating against dis ] 
crimination. 
The court delivered 
a dead­ 
ly blow to exclusion of Negroes 
from parks, playgrounds or other] 
public facilities 
And it clearly 
showed it is getting tougher about] 
delays 
in 
desegregating 
public ] 
schools. 
Only a 
week 
ago the court 
banned any attem pt to exclude 
Negroes from places catering to 
the public—like restaurants or de­ 
partm ent stores—when the exclu­ 
sion is imposed by state or city 
law or official orders 


MANY REM O VE BARS 
The court has not yet ruled on 
whether proprietors of places ca­ 
tering to the public can—on their 
own and without compulsion from 
laws or officials—keep Negroes 
out. 
More and more this year Negro 
demonstrations 
are 
persuading 
white segregationists in the South 
to remove their racial bars. 
The 
Kennedy 
administration 
has been pushing harder. For ex­ 
ample: sending troops into Ala- 
bam a to be used, if necessary, to 
prevent riots in Birmingham. 
The same troops can be used 
next month to enforce a court or 
der—that two Negroes be admit- 
ted to the University of Alabama 
—if the governor. George C. Wal 
lace, tries to carry out his threat 
lo defy the court. 
T H E A T E R ISSUE 
Atty. Gen. Robert F 
Kennedy 
met with owners of Southern mo­ 
vie theaters Monday to tell them 
to begin solving their desegrega­ 
tion 
problems 
by 
working 
on 
them on a town-by-town basis. 
Monday the Supreme Court put 
the finishing touches on Gov. Wal­ 
lace's appeal to prevent Kennedy 
from using troops in Alabama. 
The court unanimously rejected 
his request. 
The court’s ban on segregation 
in 
public 
facilities—written 
by 
Justice Arthur J. G oldberg-w as 
as tough as anything the court 
has said on the racial issue since 
it banned public school segrega- 
tion in 1954. 
The case happened to involve 
Memphis parks and playgrounds 
and swimming pools. But it ap­ 
plies equally to all cities. Mem. 
phis has desegregated only some 
of its facilities. 


F E A R E D RIOTS 
It wanted to wait until 1971 to 
desegregate them all. The court 
said: Do it now. Memphis had ar- 
gued that desegregating all the 
facilities at once might cause ra­ 


cial strife and riots. 
The court said that argument 
isn’t good enough. It said ’ the 
compelling answer to this conten­ 
tion is that constitutional rights 
may not be denied simply because 
at hostility to their assertion or 
i exercise 
To put st another way, the court 
was saying 
the fact that white 
people might resent desegregation 
sn’t enough excuse. 
The Supreme Court had pre­ 
viously declared “ Law and order 
are not to be preserved by de­ 
priving Negro children of their 
constitutional rights.” 
SCOFF ARGUMENTS 
And 
the rourt said in effect, 
a city can’t postpone desegrega­ 
tion of parks and playgrounds 
with the argum ent that Negroes 
have enough of these facilities to 
meet their needs 
“ It is segregation by race that 
is 
unconstitutional.’’ 
the 
court 
said 
It added this about the Negroes’ 
desegregation efforts in Memphis: 
“The rights here asserted are. 
like 
all 
such 
rights, 
present 
rights; they are not merely hopes 
for 
some 
future 
enjoyment of 
some 
formalistic 
constitutional 
promise, 
“The basic guarantees nf our 
Constitution are w arrants for the 
here and now and, unless there 
is an overwhelmingly compelling 
reason, they are to be promptly 
fulfilled.” 
In this last sentence the court 
was saying that there may be 
some situations involving a city's 
facilities which were so unusual 
that the court might permit de 
lay in desegregation—but they’d 
have to be extraordinary. 


ANSW ERED IN 'SS 
While the court banned public 
school segregation in 1954 it left 
unanswered that year the ques 
tion: How fast** It gave the an 
swer in 1955: “ With all deliber 
ate speed.” 
This, because the problems of 
public schools are vast and va 
rod. made room for some states 
and cities and districts to go slow­ 
er than others. But in Mississippi 
and Alabama there is still not a 
single elem entary public school 
desegregated. 
That’s pretty slow. That the jus 
tices are getting impatient with 
the slowness could be read into 
their decision 
in the Memphis 
case when they referred to the 
public sch«»ol problem. 


BACKED BY COURT 
Goldberg said th»t policy of “all 
deliberate speed” doesn t apply 
to state colleges or universities— 
clear warning the court will back 
admission of Negroes to all of 
them—and does not apply to pub 
lie facilities, like playgrounds 
The court said it is far from 


CSA WILL SELL 
BOND ISSUE OF 


$10 M ILLION 


HARRISBURG fA P '-T h e Gen 
era! State Authority authorized the 
sale of a *50 million bond issue 
Tuesday for not later than August 
to keep the agency’s project fund 
above the $10 million mark. 
A. J Caruso, executive director 
of the GSA. said the suggested 
amount of the bond issue was 
higher than usual because of esti­ 
mated expenditures for the months 
of June and July. 
Caruso *aid the GSA expects to 
spend $7 million in June and $7 
million in July, which, added to 
the estim ated $1.2 million to be 
pent in the later part of May 
would total $15 4 million 
Total cash on hand, as of May 
IO. in the agency’s project fund 
was t2fi.702.538 91, he added. 
The GSA. commonly called the 
.ta le ’s borrow -and-build agency 
approved C aruso's recommenda 
tion that the bond issue be put 
up for bid not later than July 
with settlem ent in August. 
Genevieve Bl att. state secretary 
of internal affairs and a member 
of the GSA. questioned Caruso 
about the feasibility of such 
large bond issued compared to the 
possibility of the two spaced $25 
million bond issues. 
Caruso told Miss Blatt the need 
of the state in the next six or 
eight months necessitates the need 
for a $50 million issue. 
The GSA also w-as assured there 
would he no m aterial difference 
in the costs of a $50 million bond 
issue, com pared to separate is 
sues of $25 million each. 
Caruso said the estimated ex 
penditures for the GSA were based 
on contracts under construction 
and those expected to be award 
ed during the next three months 
The agency also authorized Ca 
mso to request bids for prepara 
tion of the bonds from the securi 
ty-Columbian 
Banknote 
Co. 
of 
Philadelphia, the American Bank 
note Co. of Philadelphia, and the

Wright Banknote Co. of 
Philadelphia.
